IMPORTANT. 

It  is  very  important**' that  customers  send  in 
their  orders  as  early  as  possible.  * Some  varieties 
have  to  be  gathered  in  eJune;  from  that  time  until 
October,  the  different  species  are  ripenin'>'.  Cer- 
tain coniferae  seed  can  be  gathered  as  late  as  the 
last  of  December,  but  if  the  weatlier  is  bad  it  is 
very  expensive,  therefore  we  have  to  advance  the 
prices  after  the  1st  of  October,  but  we  will  kee]) 
the  prices  down  as  long  as  we  can  to  make  a fail- 
profit.  Please  state  mode  of  carriage.  Our 
prices  are  for  goods  F.  0.  B.  Roy,.  Purchasers 
liave  to  pay  transportation  charges.  Will  till  or- 
ders in  rotation  as  long  as  crop  holds  out  and 
seeds  can  be  collected.
